famous colonial mansions of Fairmount 
Park. 

As most of our members know, these 
homes were the orisrinal homes of A- 
merica’s founding fathers and have been 
authentically preserved. Scholars agree 
they are unmatched anywhere. Included 
in the talk, illustrated by color slides, 
are Mount Pleasant, Cedar Grove, Wood- 
ford, Strawberry Mansion, Sweetbrier 
and Belmont Mansion. 

These were the summer homes of our 
early first families of Philadelphia, an 
escape from the hot city. Still in their 
original location, with commanding 
views of our famous Fairmount Park, 
they are one of Philadelphia^ richest 
treasures and a principal attraction for 
the thousands of visitors who come to 
see Historic Philadelphia every year.

SOCIETY POLLS MEMBERS 
ON HISTORIC PRESERVATION 

At our July meeting the members at- 
tending voted to poll our membership on 
their feeling about the enactment of a 
Historic Preservation Ordinance for 
Haddonfield which would insure the 
preservation of our more than 100 his- 
toric and architecturally significant 
homes, building and sites. 

The vote came after a talk by one of 
our members on the progress made to 
date in the historic preservation move- 
ment here. Under the leadership of 
Louis H. Goettelmann. chairman of the 
Historic Preservation Committee of the 
Haddonfield Preservation Society, much 
progress has been made: 

1. The Borough Planning Board 
passed a resolution to develop an ordin- 
ance for the establishment of an historic 
district and the preservation of the his- 
toric and architecturally significant 
homes and structures within the district. 

2. The Planning Board appointed a 
sub-committee to wo rk with Mr. Richard 
Walter, vice-chairman of the Board, for 
this purpose. The sub-committee is made 
up of the four members of the Historic 
Preservation Committee: Louis H. Goet- 
telmann. Elizabeth H. Lenhart. Joan L. 
Aiken, William J. Blake. All are mem- 
bers of the Historical Society. 

3. The sub-committee has met several 
times with Mr. Walter and a proposed 


ordinance has been written. Mr. Goet- 
telmann has drawn a map of the bound- 
aries of the historic district. It is inter- 
esting that the professional Borough 
Planning Consultant who was hired to 
make a study of the central district of 
Haddonlield arrived at almost identical 
boundaries for the historic district. If 
you attended the public hearing of the 
Planning Board when Mr. Hobaugh pre- 
sented his plan you will recall that he 
strongly favored establishing this dis- 
trict and a historic preservation ordin- 
ance as the means of safeguarding Had- 
donfield’s historic character. 

More people are attracted to living in 
Haddonlield because of this character. 

In the 58 towns throughout the United 
States which now have Historic Preser- 
vation Legislation, all those which have 
a local Historical Society , are supported 
bv the Society in this legislation. In 
most of these towns the Historical So- 
ciety led the preservation program. 

The support of the Haddonfield His- 
torical Society in this vital and urgent 
program would be a major factor in the 
decision by our official body to make 
this preservation a law. Wherever it is 
a law, it has stabilized and increased 
property values in the historic district, 
a benefit to all those living in the dis- 
trict and to the treasury of the borough. 

Mr. Walter envisions a promotion to 
publicize our historic district for visitors 
to Historic Philadelphia..
